No other copy is known, either in or out of Spain, of this valuable map, which was 
drawn on vellum by the band ot Santa Cruz in 1542, he being then the Cosmografo 
Mayor of the Royal Department of Charts at Seville. It is entitled “ Nova verior et 
integra totius orbis descriptio,” and bears the imperial arms of Charles V, to whom it 
is dedicated. It represents the world as two hemispheres, with the poles as centres, and 
is arranged in gores as though intended for the model of a globe. The American 
portion is undoubtedly that which constitutes the chief interest in the work, and its 
importance in that respect is heightened by the immense number of geographical 
names inscribed upon it. Although until recently quite unknown to modern scholars, 
this map is evidently the one referred to in the “ Difercncia de Libros” of Venegas 
(printed in 1540), who described it on account of the new method of projection on which 
it was designed. The difference of date between 1540 and 1542 merely implies that 
Venegas had seen the draught plan two years before the work was finished in its 
existing ornate condition by Santa Cruz. 

As one of the most valuable of the series of world-maps produced within half a 
century of the great discovery of Columbus, the work of Santa Cruz must be found 
indispensable for the nse of students in this fine reproduction, the only form in which 
it is accessible.

Hitherto unknown. There is a hint in Lndewig of the existence of an edition 
of Torres Rubio , printed at Seville in 1603: he had no doubt heard of the preceding 
anonymous book and supposed it to be a Torres Rubio. This work has been in fact 
known only through the edition of Lima, 1614, which is always described under the 
name of the printer, Francisco de Canto, and supposed to be his own prodnetion. 
The author was in Seville at the time of printing, but must have previously been in 
Pern to learn the language. He speaks of the study of the language as being the best 
occupation for yo y mis companeros on the voyage out.

First Edition of the famous abridgment of cases believed to have 
been written by Nicholas Statham, a lawyer and probably baron of the 
exchequer in the reign of King Edward IV. It was the first attempt 
to methodize our laws, as contained in the decisions promulgated in 
the courts from the reign of Edward I., and publishes many original 
authorities not comprised in the year books. 

The book was undoubtedly printed, not by Pynson himself as it 
has been often erroneously asserted (interpreting in a too literal sense 
the statement, “ Per me R. pynson but by Guillaume Le Talleur 
of Rouen for Pynson, who was his compatriot. The most probable 
reason was that at this early period of his career Pynson had not the 
type requisite for the printing of such a work. 

The eminent expert Monsieur A. Claudin thus describes it:—

Sir Joseph Banks, upon an occasion or addres¬ 
sing the Society of Antiquaries, said, in reference to the representations of mosaic 
pavements in the above work, “ Others have shown us what they thought these remains 
ought to have been, but Fowler has shown us what they are, and this is what we 
want.” For graphic truthfulness and effect, these representations have never been 
equalled. The prospectuses are very interesting and of great rarity. The average issue 
of each plate was under 40 copies. 

The ingenious Mr. Fowler was originally a builder and architect on a limited scale. 
The difficulties he had to encounter in executing the present work were almost insur¬ 
mountable. The work, which is scrupulously correct in all its features, is entirely his 
own. The drawing, the engraving, the preparation of the colours, and even the 
making of the paper, for he could get no paper-maker to undertake it, are all the work 
of his own hands.

This learned and ingenious book consists of a series of very cleverly fabricated 
letters from the emblem writer, Jacob de Brack, to Bacon, from Bacon to Dc Brack, 
from tbe mathematician Henry Briggs to the mathematician John Napier, from 
Napier to Briggs, from Guy Fawkes to Bacon, from Shakespeare to Bacon, and from 
Bacon to Shakespeare, with copious notes by the “ editor,” and with paraphrases in 
English of the Latin verses appended by De Brack to his emblems. 

The purport of these letters is to imply that Bacon, so far from being the father 
of modern science, was the chief of all mystics, the real discoverer of Napier’s logarithms, 
and the actual author, of course, of the plays of Shakespeare. The fabrication is 
uncommonly clever, especially in the explication of De Brack’s mystical emblems, here 
supposed to have been designed by Bacon himself, and the volume adds an interesting 
new chapter to the Bacon-Shakespeare controversy. 

The author ends:—“ My labour as Editor of these Letters has now been brought to 
an end. What men may say about this book or write about it concerns them, and not 
me. To those who are engaged in the business of erecting a national memorial to 
Bacon’s Idol of the Theatre, William Shakespeare, I tender this unwelcome advice:

Of these tbc following may be mentioned :—Earl of Pembroke, k.g., now 
at Wilton; George, Earl of Cumberland, at Hothfield ; Sir Christopher Hatton, 
purchased from the Spitzer collection for £2,080 ; Sir Henry Lee. k.g.. Master of the 
Armoury to Queen Elizabeth and James I., now in the hall of the Armourers' and 
Brasiers’ Company ; the Earl of Worcester, in the Tower of London. 

Although armour in England was, at the time referred to, fast disappearing from 
use, the suits shown in the work were all of a high class of workmanship and remark 
able for their excellence, no less than interesting as the personal and intimate panoply 
of some of the brightest stars of the golden age of Elizabeth.

Times are much changed since those palmy days of “ curios*’ hunting, when a small group of 
intuitive and eothusiustic collectors started on their fascinating journey of discovery through 
a rich, limitless, and still unexplored ground. In their haste to accumulate the marvels of art and 
workmanship with which they were confronted at every turn of the way, and in the happy 
possession of their ever-increasing hoard, they often remained indiffereut as to the probable 
origin of all that fell into their hands ; indeed, admiring and enjoying all the more many master¬ 
pieces, the work of unknown craftsmen, for the very mystery that surrounded them. Amongst 
the choicest examples of ancient Ceramic art selected and treasured by these early collectors, the 
quaintly shaped and richly embossed vessels of old Stoneware had from the first been accorded 
a place of honour.

England has ever been the only place where the potters of Flanders and Germany have met 
with serious competitors. Stoneware making was introduced here not long after it had originated 
abroad, and from that time forth it has never ceased to flourish and increase in importance 
amongst us; from the time when John Dwight produced at Fulham his admirable figures, 
unequalled masterpieces of the art, down to the present day, when the manufacture stands 
unrivalled for scientific and practical purposes, and, between the masterly hands of some of our 
makers, the modern stone pottery continues to show that, for refined treatment and ornamental 
effectiveness, it can creditably compare with the best productions of the ancients. On that 
account alone this so far neglected chapter of Ceramic history would enlist the interest of all who 
are curious of retracing the sources of national art. By its illustrations, reproducing objects 
oat of the usual range of pottery work, it recommends itself to the art amnteur in search of 
novelty; while to the decorative artist, or to the manufacturer, it may, perhaps, supply more 
than one happy suggestion.

I Catalogue of the Collection of which they form a part, bnt the 
labour of preparing for the press a descriptive Catalogue of between two 
and three thousand drawings, according to the number that might be 
considered desirable to finally retain, induced the owner to, at least temporarily, 
abandon his intention. Not only was the labour itself sufficiently great, 
but it is doubtful if such a catalogue, however carefully compiled, could 
be of much use, seeing that without reproductions it is impossible for the 
student to judge if the name bestowed, whether by a former owner or the 
present, is justified.

“ It was the original intention of the Industrial Art Section of the Handels-Museum, Vienna, 
to hold in the Spring of the present year a large exhibition of Oriental Metal Vases and other 
branches of Oriental Metal work. It could not unfortunately he carried out, for owing to the 
great additions made daring the past year to the permanent collections, the exhibition space, 
already very limited, was still further reduced and rendered inadequate for the purpose. The 
provisional committee were therefore compelled to withhold from the undertaking, which under 
more auspicious circumstances would have worthily followed the earlier exhibitions organized by 
the Museum—that of Ceramics in 1884 and of Carpets in 1891. 

“In connection with the intended exhibition however, several collections have been 
examined, and there had been brought to light a number of important types that were insuffi¬ 
ciently represented in the Mnsenm. These, combined with the specimens already possessed by 
the authorities, formed a collection of metal work of the nearer Orient and India, that was fairly 
typical so far as form and decoration were concerned. It. was therefore resolved to pnblish 
a series of such objects as were deemed most nseful to industrial workers, and the present work 
is the fruit of that resolve.”— Preface. Vienna, October, 1894.

The only comprehensive and general work, fittingly illustrated, upon the 
comparatively few existing specimens which form the rarest department of 
Oriental Art, and which are scattered about in small groups in England, 
France, Germany, Italy and Egypt. The entire number of pieces comprising 
it is under two hundred, and of these about one hundred are merely 
fragmentary remains. By actual inspection the author has examined a large 
proportion, and made his selection of those which are reproduced in the 
forty-four plates, but many others besides are mentioned, or described and 
sketched in the illustrated text. The objects are Mosque-lamps, Vases, 
Bottles, Plates and Dishes, Goblets and large Drinking Vessels, made of 
plain or coloured glass but overlaid with variegated enamel upon gold, and 
worked out in such a way as to represent the highest quality of Oriental 
Decorative Art. The examples, of which many have been in European 
keeping since the end of the last crusade, have in other cases usually turned 
up in Egypt. On this account most of the writers upon the subject have 
held them to be of Cairene manufacture, w r hile others have attributed some of 
them to Venetian fabrication. But Mr. Schmoranz has set out and fairly 
established a different theory. For him they are all of Syrian origin and 
were produced in Damascus, Aleppo, or elsewhere in Syria, under the 
teaching or influence of Persian art and Persian art-craftsmen from Irak. 
They were fabricated mostly for princes and nobles of the monarchy that 
united Egypt and Syria, and for general sale amongst the prominent 
personages of rich Egypt. The oldest existing specimens date from the 
beginning of the thirteenth century, and the most flourishing period of 
production was in the fourteenth century. It did not entirely fall off during 
the fifteenth, in which century it died out; but only few examples of this 
age have remained and they are of inferior type. This serves to confirm the 
author’s theory, for in 1402 Tamerlane carried away to Samarcand all the 
art-craftsmen of Damascus; and from that time onward the decoration of 
glass with coloured enamel on gold seems to have become a perishing art. 
Faience and metal took the place of glass, and glass itself took to new and 
easier modes of decoration, and the difficult but exquisite art which is 
illustrated in this volume passed entirely away. It has left behind it some 
beautiful examples of work in a material at all times difficult to save from 
accidents, and these, as they are here reproduced, amply justify their claim 
to be regarded as the highest decorative expression of mediaeval Oriental Art.

Every genuine student of Shakespeare has always desired to own those 
Quartos of his Master’s Plays and Poems which are the necessary foundations 
of the Text of so many of his greatest productions in the first three periods of 
his work. Not only in importance next to the fihst folio, but even above it, 
for some Plays, and for all the Poems, stand the first or second quaktos, from 
which, or completed copies of which, certain Plays in that Folio were printed; 
and every true and faithful worker at Shakespeare’s text must want to have 
in his own hand, under his own eye, and as his own, trustworthy facsimiles 
of these truest representations of the poet’s own manuscript. Till now this 
has been practically impossible. Mr. Ashbee’s hand-traced facsimiles, issued 
by Mr. Halliw r ell at five guineas each, could be afforded by only some thirty 
subscribers. But what then cost five guineas , without any information as to 
the Quartos purchased, is now buyable, in a new form, for 10s 6d, with the 
addition of a critical Introduction to tho text by a competent Shakespeare 
scholar. 

The New Shakespeare Society at first intended to reprint the best 
Shakespeare Quartos, but gave up its scheme in favour of its founder, 
Mr. Furnivall, who undertook to superintend the issue of a series of photo¬ 
lithographic Facsimiles of all the most important Shakespeare Quartos, 
executed by Mr. W. Griggs, of Elm House, Hanover Street, Peckbam. The 
Duke of Devonshire, Mr. Alfred H. Huth, the Trustees of the British Museum, 
the Master and Senior Fellows of Trinity College, Cambridge, and the 
Curators of the Bodleian Library, Oxford, allowed their book-treasures to 
be photographed. 

The result is a body of absolutely faithful reproductions, accompanied 
by critical remarks upon the texts which are vastly superior to anything else 
hitherto published in illustration of the works of Shakespeare.

In this work are presented the architectural results of the various expeditions sent out by 
the University of Pennsylvania. Plans of the various buildings with details have been 
prepared from the surveys and measurements made during the campaign of 1899-1900, 
and from those made in 1889 by P. H. Field, in 1890 by Colman d’Erney, and in 1894 
by Joseph Meyer. The size of the volume (11 in. x 6 in.) allows the plans to be 
reproduced on an adequate scale. 

“ Mr. Clarence S. Fisher, architect of the last expedition to Nippur of the University of Pennsylvania, 
has begun the publication of a work entitled ns above. . . . 

“ The first part, which is all that has so far appeared . . . throws welcome light on some perplexing 

points. In his ‘ Babylonian Expedition of the University of Pennsylvania,’ the only account of the later 

excavations heretofore accessible, Hilprecht published an ancient map of Nippnr, which, he asserted, whs part 
■of a small archaeological collection made by a late Babylonian priest and found by himself in a vase on the 

• library hill.’ No explanation of the map was given ; it was. in fact, published sidewise, and thus rendered 
<|oite unintelligible. Fisher states that the map was not found in a vase with other objects, nor even on 

* library hill/ and was discovered months before Hilprecht reached Nippur. He has analyzed the map, which 
is fortunately provided with descriptive text, turned it right side up, and, by a comparison of the map and the 
excavations, restored the topography of the ancient city at a period about or a little before 3000 n.c. This is 
the earliest topographical map ever found. It is much to be regretted that the Director of the expedition, an 
Assyriologist, did not perceive its character while the expedition was still in the field, for it would have been 
an invaluable guide in the conduct of *,he excavations. 

“ In his account of the excavations of the temple of Bel at Nippur contained in the book above referred 
to, Professor Hilprecht reported that evidences o: occupation were found not only beneath the present plain 
level, but even below virgin soil down to water level. These earliest remains consisted of layers of ashes with 
fragments of pottery. From this he argued that the temple of Nippur was originally connected with the 
burning of the dead. But this theory did not account for the fact that excavations conducted to an equal 
-depth in the parts of the Nippur mount farthest removed from the temple showed exactly the same conditions. 
Moreover, his account left us with a huge hole in the ground, below plain level and virgin soil, and no 
explanation of its meaning and origin. Fisher has given an entirely intelligible and reasonable explanation of 
these conditions. At the outset, when the marshes of the Euphrates delta were just emerging from the sea. 
the settlers were a rude populatiou, living in reed and mat huts, similar to those occupied by the degenerate 
natives of those regions to-day. As now, so then, these villages were subject to frequent and disastrous 
■conflagrations, of which the layers of ashes are the remnant and the proof. Gradually the land emerged from 
lhe marshes, by deposits of soil through inundations and by accumulation of debris. Out of one of these rode 
villages developed the town of Nippur, and out of the primitive sacred place of that village the temple of Bel. 
This temple grew pari pasiu with the growth in civilization of the town. By Fisher’s plates we are able to 
follow the growth of this sacred place and temple upwards in a literal sense as it came to be raised on a terrace 
or platform, and then finally to be furnished with the ziggurat or artificial mountain. At the same time that 
it grew upward it expanded outward, occupying more and more space, until by the time of Sargon, ctrca 
3000 n.c., the temple area was many times larger than the whole of the original walled town. 

“ In tracing this development in its intermediate stages, effective use is made of the ancient map mentioned 
above, according to which Nippur was situated on the River Euphrates, and intersected and almost surrounded 
by canals, including a moat. Mr. Fisher certainly deserves great credit for the manner in which he has 
exhibited the topographical and cultnre development of Nippur and its temple. In this regard bis work 
constitutes an important contribution to Babylonian archaeology, and scholars will await with interest the 
publication of the remaining five parts.”— The Nation, April 12th, 1906.

In this work the story of the Spirit-worship of the Burmese races is explained in all 
its forms, and the difference between the indigenous and imported varieties is clearly 
shown. The extent to which each variety overlaps and influences the rest, is also fully 
brought out. In this way, an important part of Burmese social life, explaining many 
of the notions and beliefs of the people, usually hidden from the European observer, 
is made accessible to enquirers. 

An account of Burmese Spirit-worship in general, with an explanation of the 
influence of the Buddhist and Brahmanic beliefs introduced from India on the west, 
and of superstitions added by the Shans on the east, is accompanied by a relation of 
the more prominent ideas current among the many Wild Tribes, and underlying the 
innumerable ceremonial customs followed by the people. All these matters are treated 
as leading up to the main theme of the book, which is an Account of the Thirty-Seven 
Nats or universally recognized Spirits of the Burmese, who play so overwhelming 
a part in native belief and superstition, and are, nevertheless, so little known. The 
whole of the Nats, corresponding roughly to the “ devils ” of Southern India, the 
godlings of Northern India, the Saints of Islam, and the supernatural heroes of many 
parts of the world, are treated historically and legendarily in detail. 

The whole work is profusely illustrated by 13 full-page coloured illustrations and 
11 in black and white from unique vernacular illustrated MSS. chiefly in the possession 
of the author. There are, in addition, about 30 coloured head and tail pieces from 
a MS. collection of drawings in the India Office Library, made about 1826; about 
40 type blocks from photographs of a beautiful collection of carvings in wood in the 
possession of the author ; and various other original type blocks interspersed about the 
text. The illustrations, which are fully explained, afford an opportunity of grasping 
the religious notions of the Burmese and the conditions of the art of illumination 
among that people never before offered to European readers.
